Resolution (SJR 16), spon- 
sored by Senator Paul R. 
Matia of Cleveland,’ is 
Nathaniel R. Jones, Chief 
Legal Counsel of ‘the 
NAACP. 

President Carter, acting 
on the recommendation of 
U.S. Senators John Glenn 
and Howard Metzenbaum, 
Ohio Democrats, nomi- 
nated Jones to become the 
first black to sit on the U.S.

Such nominations are 
subjeci to confirmation by 
the U.S. Senate Judiciary 
Committee, currently 
Chaired by Sen.

Perhaps we are too busy feeling sorry for 
ourselves because of the Bakke case, the 
impending decisions of affirmative action 
through the Kaiser Aluminum, and Sears 
Roebuck lawsuits. Maybe we want to just 
blame the slow down on that catch-all 
word, racism. Well, it may shock vou to 


Jtearn that the upward and onward 


progress of Black America is being 
impeded by the apathy of Black 
Americans. We are allowing others to 
slowly deprive us of the gains that we've 
made during the past twenty-five years. 
How? We are not using our power wisely. 
No, Lam not talking about physical 
violence ... 1 am referring to power that we 
gained through sweat, blood, and tears. | 
Our power is the vote. But, politically. we 
seem to have painted ourselves into a 
corner. Traditionally, Black people have 
voted as Democrats, so that party now 
takes the Black vote for granted, And the 
Republicans are indifferent to our 
problems and needs. Therefore, Black 
people are challenged to do something so 
that neither party can afford to ignore us, 
The first priority isto register and vote. 
Next we must learn to listen to all of the 
candidates and cast our vote for the people 
who include our problems in their 
campaign promises. 


A funny thought just/struck me... what do 
you think would happen if all Black people 
suddenly registered as Republicans? I'll bet. 
that neither of the two political parties 
would take us for granted.

In the Court's 7-2 ruling it 
also ruledthat busing plans 
for desegregation in 
Dayton, Ohio, Louisville, 
Ky., Austin, Texas _and 
Minneapolis, Minn., were 
to be carried out as ordered 
by lower federal courts. 

The Supreme Court first 
ruled that segregated 
public schools are uncon- 
stitutional in its landmark 
Brown vs. Topeka, Kan., 
Board of Education in 
1954. The Court later ruied 
that busing could be used 
as. a remedy to achieve 
desegregation where 
school systems were in fact 
guilty of illegal segrega- 
tion, which was ithe case 
with the Columbus system. 

In the Columbus case, 
the Court wrote, “We have 
discovered no reason ... to 
disturb the judgment of the 
Court of Appeals, based on 
the findings and conclu- 
sions of the District Court, 
that the Board's conduct at 
the time of trial and before

School Board was guilty of 
illegally segregating the 
public schools. The final 
busing order was issued 
after a series of plans were 
submitted by the Schoo! 
Board to end segregation. 

Busing was scheduled to 
begin in ‘the fall of 1978, but 
Supreme Court Justice 
Rehnquist delayed the 
busing until the entire 
Court could hear the case. 
Rehnquist's ruling came 
after the U.S. Sixth Circuit 
Court of Appeals on July 
13, 1978, upheld Duncan's 
ruling in full, which: the 
Supreme Court did again 
on Monday, 

White was joined in his 
opinion by Justices William 
J. Brennan, Jr., John Paul 
Stevens, Thurgood Mar- 
shall and Warry A. 
Blackmun. Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger filed a 
separate concurring opin- 
ion along with Justice 
Potter Steward. 

Justice Rehnquist filed a 
37-page dissent that was 
concurred by. Justice Lewis 
F.. Powell Jr.,. who. also 
wrote a separate dissent. 

The majority ruting read: 
“The District Court not 
only found that the Board 
had breached its constitu- 
tional duty by failing 
effectively to eliminate the 
continuing consequences 
of its intentional system- 
wide segregation in 1954, 
but also found that in the 
intervening years there had 
been a series of board 
actions and practices that 
could not ‘reasonably be 
explained without refer- 
ence to racial Concerns ... 


and that ‘intentionally 
aggravated, rather than 
alleviated,’ racial separa- 


tion in the schools." 

The ruling, expected to 
affect desegregation cases 
across the country, 
especially -in. the North, 
concluded that: “These 
ultimate conclusions (by 
the Supreme Court) were 
rooted:-in a_ series of 
constitutional violations 
that the District Court 
found the Board to have 
committed’ and that 
together dictated its 
judgment and decree."

Energy Proposals Signal 


Hardships For Minorities 


The continuing discussion of 
the Administration's proposals to 
deal with the energy crisis has 
generated little hope, and a lot of 


hoopla. 

Unveiled in dramatic stages to 
insure maximum media attention, 
the new energy plan purportedly 
presented a package of tough 
measures to address our national 
dilemma, while forcing the oil 
industry to share the high costs of 
dwindling energy resources. The 
terms of the energy proposals, 
however, fall far short. 

As delivered to Congress, the 
new energy plan boils down to 
price decontro! of domestically 
produced oil, with a recommen- 
dation for a windfall tax on.exces- 
sive oil industry profits. 

In an effort to shore up the Pres- 
ident’s populist image, Adminis- 
tration spokesmen have waged a 
non-stop campaign, promoting 
the new energy plan as a series of 
stringent measures against the 
profit-hungry oil companies. But, 
a careful review of the proposals 
reveals some important, though 
unheralded, details. 

The Administration's tax provi- 
sion on windfall profits, may be 
more of a-paper tiger than a tough 
and effective regulation. Many 
Congressional leaders have 
expressed concern and skepti- 
cism about just how hatd the 
Administration's measures will 
tackle oil industry profits. 
Moreover, there is growing 
debate over the actual amount of 


money that will be generated by . 


this windfall profits tax. 
According to Administration 
‘projections, the tax would 
amount to 50% of the profits 
accrued from decontrol benefits. 
However, independent reports 
peg the potential revenues at a 
don figure, and note that

More significantly, the Admin- 
istration’s proposals neglect to 


define the implementation proce- . 


dures._for the energy security 
fund. Despite all the public inter- 
est rhetoric, this new plan fails to 
provide adequate economic pro- 
“tection for the poor and disadvan- 
taged in an already bleak and 
deteriorating economy. 

Such meager attention to the. 
development of a means to equit- 
ably distribute the burden of the 
energy crunch encourages the 
assumption that the Administra- 
tion has been engaged in a sym- 
bolic exercise. 

The poor and disadvantaged 
segments of this nation already 
suffer a disproportionate 
hardship because of the energy 
crisis. On an average, low income 
households spend more than 20% 
of its gross income on home fuels 
and gasoline. In addition, poor 
people generally pay a higher 


price-for-energy than do their . 


more affluent counterparts. 
Therefore, the rising costs of 
energy will force the disadvan- 
taged, the poor and those on fixed 
incomes to make bareboned cut- 
backs on the basic necessities of 
life. 

The American people, in. the 
President's words, are being 
asked “to pay .more for less.” 
Already at the point of double 
digit inflation, the cost of living 
may become intolerable if no eco- 
nomic guarantees are provided 


for the hard-pressed disadvan- -

Three Black Africans once headed the 
Church as Popes! There is no more 
direct way to say it in light of two popes having 
been elevated within two months in the past. 
When the facts about the three Black popes 
are printed and aired, there are always mixed 
reactions among readers and listeners: Some 
are in absolute disbelief; some are angry: 
some are supremely happy to know this...es- 
pecially when it can be proved. And it can. 
Black Victor was the fifteenth pope and a 
native of Black Africa. He served from 186 A.D. 
until-197A,0. He served during the reign of 
Emperor Septimus Severus, also an African, 
who had led Roman legions in Britain. Some 
of the known contributions of Victor was his 
reaffirming the holy feast of Easter to be held 
on Sunday as Pius had done. As matter of fact, 
he called Theophilous, Bishop of Alexandria, 
on the’ carpet for:not doing this. He added 
acolytes to the attendance of the clergy. He 
was crowned with martrydom. He was pope 
for ten years, two months and ten days. He 
was buried near the body of apostle Peter, the 
first pope, in the Vatican. 
__MILITIADES-OCCUPIED-the papacy-from 
311 to 314 A.D. serving four years, seven 
months end eight days. Militiades decreed 
that none of the faithful should fast on Sunday 
or on the fifth day of the week...because this 


President Carter acted boldly and decisively 
in deciding to maintain economic sanctions 
against Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. ; 

He was bold because he acted in the face of 
an overwhelming Senate vote in favor of lifting 
sanctions. The Senate bought the idea that 
since that country’s elections were nominally 
fair, sanctions ought to be lifted. 

The President said there were three basic 
reasons for his decision. Keeping the sanc- 
tions would be in the best interests of the Uni- 
ted States and in the best interests of the 
people. of Zimbabwe-Rhodesia. Finally, the 
progress made there has not been sufficient to 
justify lifting sanctions according to the 
guidelines set by the Case-Javits amendment. 

Those guidelines require free elections 
open to all political groups, and demonstra-

was the custom of the pagans. He also found 
residing in Rome a Persian-based religion 
called Manichaenism...or people who said 
they cduld release the spirit from the body 
through asceticism. He further decreed that 
consecrated offerings should be sent 
throughout the churches from the pope's con- 
secration. This was called leaven. It was Militi- 
ades who led the church to final victory over 
the Roman Empire. Militiades was buried on 
the famous Appian Way. 
Of the three Black African popes, Gelasius 
‘seems to have been the busiest. He occupied 
the holy papacy four yéars, eight months and 
eighteen days from 492 A.D.. until 496 A.D. 
Gelasius followed up Militiades* work with the 
Manichaens. He exiled them from Rome and 
burned their books before the doors of, the 
basilica of the holy Mary. He delivered the city 
of Rome from the peril of famine. He was a 
writer of strong letters to people of all rank and 
classes. He denounced Lupercalia, a fertility 
rite celebration. He asked them sternly why 
the gods they worshipped had not provided 
calm seas so the grain ships could have 


reached Rome in time for the winter. He wrote 


to Femina, a wealthy woman of rank, and 
asked her to have the lands of St. Peter, taken 
by the barbarians. and the Romans, be 
returned to the church. The lands were 


DECISION ON RHODESIA 


Whatever the conduct of the elections them- 
selves, there hasn't been much attention given 
to the fact that the black majority was 
excluded from the real decision--to approve 
or disapprove the new Constitution. 

That document provides for real power to 
reside in the white population--four percent of 
the nation’s people. The 96 percent who are 
black were not allowed to vote. The Constitu- 
tion was imposed upon them. Those April 
elections were for Parliament, not for the Con- 
stitution. So they were rigged long before any 
blacks went to the polis. 

The merits of providing some temporary 
assurances to the white minority that their 
rights will be recognized is not the issue. The 
issue is that minority advantage-- 
disproportionate representation in Parlia- 
ment, control of the army, courts, police, and 
the civil service—is frozen into the Constitu- 
tion blacks could not vote on, And future 
reforms will be impossible because of the 
built-in veto power enjoyed by the white 
majority. 

So the fairness of the April elections is a 
phony issue. The real testis whether the coun- 
try has a majority government, and that test

THERE IS TODAY in the library of the 
church at Rome a 28 chapter document on 
church administration and: discipline.

He also wrote prefaces to the sacra- 
ments and prayers in careful language and 
also many eloquent episties regarding the 
faith. In @ fiery and bold letter to Emperor 
Anastasius, he wrote: “There are two powers 
which for the most part control the world, the 
sacred authority of the priests and the might of 
kings. Of these two the office of the priest is 
greater, inasmuch as they must give account 
to the Lord even for the kings before divine 
judgment. You know, therefore, that you are 
t upon their decision and they will 
not submit to your will.” Geigsius was also 
buried in the basilica of St. Peter. 

THERE WAS practically no amazement at 
Black popes and Black fathers of the church 
during the first five centuries. First; because the 
matter of Black and white had not been fanned 
to its later hateful pitch. Also, strong Black 
African countries showed more consideration 
for Christians and Christianity than other 
nations. 

Ethiopia was 2@ haven for Christians who 
were persecuted in ather lands. There are 
records of bishops in Greece and other parts 
of the world seeking asylum for Christians in 
Ethiopia by way of intervention from the 
Bishop of Alexandria and Egypt. 

There were Black fathers of the church: Men 
like St. Augustine (the son of a Black African 
_woman) Tertullian and Cyprian, both of these 
men were Carthaginians...and they were es 
Black as Hannibal. 

Today there is still amazement that there 
were thrée Black African popes.

A car that is properly 
tuned and maintained will 
be the most fuel-efficient.
